PRESS OTRACTS ON "EICH^^ANN«S CAPTURE" 



When the news reached ISRAEL after a certain delay, it 
aroused various reactions# There were those who created a National 
Hero out of the Israeli who had assiorod the role of a DOM QUHOTE. 
Others thought him mad# Only a few knew the real story behind the 
arrest of ZYI AUX)UBI# This was one of the moat fantastio stories 
that had ever broken in this country# A story in the tradition of 
the Arabian Mights, in idiich there was a true marriage of imagination 
axwi reality# The press was not eager to publish itj however, as 
\xhf ortunately in addition to tens of ordinary Israelis, nuaerotis 
Journalists wex*e also involved# 

It all began H 4 months ago, when the news of EICHKAMM's 
captxire and his subsequent tra#isfer to IflRAEI# aroused a wave of 
’ excitement throu|^:iout the world# One person whose emotions were 

par^oularly aroxtsed was Z7I ALDODBT, an Israeli studmt at the 
Faculty of Jouxnalism of OOIIIMBIA IMto in lEV IQRK« This was 
not because AXDOUBl himself had anything special against EICHMAId; 
the Alert and imaginative Israeli student sin 5 )ly understood iamedi* 
ately the potentialities of this event# 

The idxolo world wanted to know how EICHMANM was caught, but 
the truth was still a carefully guarded secret# Rumors emanated from 
every quarter and the nevsps^pers foxx^t each other for crumbs of 
jjifomation# AII)OnBT himself knew little about EICHHAMM's oaptxn:*e. 

In fact, he knew no more ^than the average newsp^^r reader# However, 
ha did know that he was out of work and deeply in debt# Occasionally, 
he would send repcrte^^^^^^ the smy journal ”£AMAHABgEH" and to the 
Israel aniy bz^>adoasting station, irtiose official correspondent he 
was in the U#S# Howevorj he spent most of his time with the Israeli 
colony in the town and made eo-’tensive tours of the NEW lORK department 
stores^ which occasionally hold quiszes and raffles in order to attract 
cxistoaers# He was a regxalar participant in these oonq^etitiona and 
always retxjmed to his apartment in 103i^i Street off BROADWAT, with 
various prises# 

AIDOUET, who is known to be ambitious and keen, immediately 
put two and two together# Together with ^hraini KATZ, who arrived in 
the U#S# at that time, he deoljled to Jxinp on the bandwagon while there 
was still time# The pair contacted a mutual friend in ISRAEL and ' 
asked him to send them by express post all the material which was 
published in the Israeli press about EICHMANM. The friend did not 
fail them. He immediately hired a well-known Joxrmalist who collected 
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every story and hint about SIGHHAKN in the Israeli press, including 
stories iihich were published in ^FiA’OLAM HAZETH". Thoso were sent 
to the U.S* by ejqpress post# 

The two Ier;ieli Journalists oooked up a story out of this 
material and AUDOUBI contacted the American weekly "LOOK", friving 
the in^i^BS ion that he was one of those who had cq^tured EICHKAKW, 
and offered the exclusive story for sale. The editors of "LOOK" 

Jumped at this opportunity and ALI>3UB1 and KATZ were paid some 
thousands of dollars. 

FROM THE PALMACH TO THE FORCES OF DARKNESS 

(Translater's Note: The latter terra is regularly used by "HA*\ LAM 

PUZBTH" for the Isrealt Security Services. ) 

The pair were not satisfied with their first success. Shortly 
afterwards they contacted the American Journalist Quentin RKTW0IJ)3, 
who published a book based on the material they had gather^. A« this 
was the first bo<^ to appear on the subject of EICKMANM, it was a 
commercial suooeas. Ko inportanoe was attached to the fact that very 
little of it was true and that it contained nothing new. The two 
Israelis earned about $10,000 spleoe from its sale. 

As far as ALDOUBI was concerned, this was not just a good 
biisineas deal. The publicity, success and admiration he earned as a 
result of the book* B publication was all that he had ever dreaned of. 

For although ALDOUBT is ostensibly a young man with a certain cham, 
enthusiastic and inspiring enthusiasm, cultured and multi-lingual, he 
is actually irresponsibly ambitious, a typical lareoli show-off, 
living solely for q>pearances idiich he will do ^ a to keep up • 

ALDOIIBT, wha ^ from CERHAOri in 

RUMANIA/ PAMISTINE with Ms parents ^ end of Vforld 

War n. He has' suffered a number of crises In his life. His parents 
separated and he stuMed at the "BET HAHALDTZOTH’* In TEL-AVIV. He had 
an inferiority complex about his squint. He was not partictilarly out- 
standing pupil at the "HEIRTSLITA" high school when the War of Inde- 
pendenoe broke out. 

ALDOUBI, who was then l6 years old, iimnediately Joined the 
PALMACH and served as a scout in a cavalry unit of the 8th Battalion 
in the NEQS7 Brigade, when the war ended, ^he returned to school and ' 
succeeded in graduating owing to the concessions which were granted 
to students who had served in the arny. Immediately after this, he 
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married a younp; gipi from one of the oriental communitios >ihora he 
had met during his military service. Ho began his civilian life in 
a most unusual manner. ALBOUDI and his wife were employed by the 
Forces of Darkness (SICJ). For four years he managed to hold his 
Job, but was finally dismissed. Shortly afterwards his wife followed 
him in leaving the Service. 

Next the young couple went to live in PET AH TUCVA, where 
they did not get on so well. {lis wife found a Job at the local 
municipal council, while ZVi himself worked for a long period'as a 
cotton picker at a wage of IL 3 per day. For a person with ambitions 
such as his, this was not suitable work for Z7I ALDOUBT. He decided 
that he must be "somebody ” } to show the world who ZVI AIDOUBY was j 
and he dreamed of big business deals. Thus it was that he became an 
impressarlo. 

SOOCfS AND TBQUBLS3 

AIDODBy decided to begin in a big wayj to bring DANNI KAXB 
to PEIAH TIKYA. He had posters put up and sold tickets. He only 
forgot one thing > to inform DAHOT KAIE himself that he was to appear 
in this town. As a restilt of the subseq[uent scandal, he was forced 
to rstturn the money he had made out of his first entoiprise, to the 
tlokei^bolders. Next, ALDODBJ turned to politics. He Joined the 
OeneraifZionlst Party and was ^jpolnted organizer of the Party's 
youth movement in PETAH TZKVA. FVdra that position it was only a 
short step to Journalism. He was subsequexrtly appoinied PETAH TIKVA 
oorre^ondent of the Party's newspaper "HAWKER", i ln his new Job, he 
revealed great ; energy and proorarr^ consideirable news Items. The 
fact that he was unable to compose a decent article seemed to be of 
little Inportance in this stage of his caz^r. 

AIiDODBY, however, saw himself as a^great^ 
dealing with the mbst ’ sensational 8Cocps.; ;i|It/^ of his scoops 

which got him into trojileV ; During; the icbw thie 

Foroes of Darkness (SIC 0> vhe had leari]ed; a£ great that 
institution. He sent his p«per a detaili^ireport of the activities 
of the Servloe. It was on the eve of a Oerieral Election and Moshe 
SHARETT, irtio was Prime, Hinister at the tlmei^ threatened the Qeneral 
Zionist ministers that, should the article be published, he would 
never again ask them to Join a government of which he was Prime Minister 
The article was shelved and certain extracts were only; published mach 
later. From that time ALDOUBI began to claim that he was being 
persecuted. 
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the Sinai Campaign^ ALLKJUBI found a wide eoope for 
hie talents* lie published highly ernbollished and fictitious storioe 
in ”HABOKER”, whose veracity noboc^jr bothered to check# In one of 
his stories^ ho claimed to have reached the SANTA CAIERIKA Monastery 
before the Israeli ansy* An additional article published after the 
Isreeli amy’s withdrawal^ told hov he had successfully infiltrated 
into QA2A, 



Prior to the SINAI Can?5aign, AIDOUBT had divorced his wife 
because, 06 he subsequently clairoed, she had failed to give him aiy 
children* His wife, on the other hand, claimed that he was inconsistent, 
irresponsible, capable of easily deceiving people and unreliable in 
money matters# 

ALDOUBI did not remain a bachelor for long# He met a 19-year 
old dancor called T30FHA end subsequently married her* However, the 
young c^ig>le wer^ unable to build their nest in ISRAEL# ALDOOBT^S 
act! vl ties and the scoops which he had managed to acquire had aroused 
the anger of certain people* They wanted to be rid of him* It was 
then, in some nysterious manner, that he suddenly left to stiidy 
Journalism in the U*S#, holding an official press-card on behalf of 
the Isreeli army Joxrmal **BAKAHANEH^*. 

RIDING THE NAZI flANHUKT WAVE 

As a military correspondent pn behalf of as inportant a 
paper as ”BAMAHANETH”, ALDOUBI was wanaly received in the U*S* His 
picturt was published in^th© press, he visited American military bases, 
where he was r^oived with much oeremoTy, and his articles were sub^ 
sequently published in ISRAEL* Nobody bothered to investigate the 
source of his information, for had they done so, they would have 
discovered that he had loarely copied articles from routine American 
amy publications and sent them to ISRAEL under his signature* 

; ^ this it is not difficult understand what wont on 
in ALDOUBI*s mind when he finally; « the status of an inter- 
national star correspondent#^ he was not satisfied with 

tenpcraiy success* He realised that he was on the threshold of the 
greatest opportunity in his ’life and that he must ride the wave of 
the manhunt for NAZI criminals* This led him to search for more 
NAZIs who were still alive and had yet to be punished* He decided that 
they had to be caught, so that he could publish additional scoops and 
more books# 
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To this end he contaotod the well-known literary agent. 
Sterling LORD, who had once been Ernest HEHHINQWAY'S agents and 
signed a life oontraot with him. Next he contacted a numbw of 
JoumalSj auoh as "LCXXC and the German "J3EE STERN ” , and extracted 
adyanoe pagrmenta from then in return for proniaed sooopa* He 
immediately sent orders to ISRAEL to the effect that tdl availa ble 
infomation on HITUER'S deputy^ Martin BQRMANN) KENQELE the ex-MGTTl 
of Jeruaalen; and others, should be collected for him while he him- 
self with a vast sum of money in his possession set out on hia travel-- 

ALOOUBI mads a long trip throughout EUROPE. What he did 
during his trayela, only he knows. Howeyer, from his stories it 
appears that he had dsoided to find traces of Martin BORHANN,and at 
any prioe* 

DSPOBTAIIOM raOM raAN00«3 SPAIN 

ALDOUBI claims that in a way known only to him, be managed 
to obtain an exchange of correspondence between Martin BOSMANN and 
Leon QEOSELLE. DSORRLTiE was the HITLER of BELQIUM| a Fascist who 
Imitated the Fuehrer, organised Belgian : S3 battalions and beoasm 
the QOISLINa of hls>oountxy. When the war^ended, he fled to SPAIN, 
was sentenced to death in absentia, but ^dontinues to llye In: oomf^ 
According "to ALDOUBI, DEOSSLI£ was obhhisbted with ao^.^t^ 

NAZI networic arid he was one of the few. who kztew where BORMANN 

was hiding. The exchange of eorreapondehba: between the two, idiioh 
had fallen into hia hatida, was olaimd to months 
old. Furthemore,; ALDOUBI elained that be )had obtained a withdrawal 
order from a Swiss b«dc? which had been 'si^ 

AIBODBi therefore decided to get to DEGRSLLE. Be igiparently 
reached him as he poaaeaaes a photogri^h^taken together with the 
Belgian. Howeyer, DEQRRLLE refused to talkl-and AIDOUBSf, had to leave 
the country, as the Spaniards had issued ,a -deFortation^o against 
him. Bfay was AU^DBT deported fiw SPA!DI7^'S^^ 

while he was there> he sent an article to "LOMC" In which he criti- 
cised FRANCO'S reis^Lms. 

However, a person like ALDOUBT.i doesn't run- away. He 
travelled to BELGIUM idler e he met with foimer resistance fighters 
and auggeated that they should kidnap DEQRELLE, find out from him 
where BORHAMN vae hiding, and afterwards take him to BSXOIUM where 
his death sentence could be carried outi 
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cJubsoquently, in earlo' I960, AIDOUBY returned to ISRAEL. 

Bo arrived with hu|jo stacko of pictirres and written material. 

Immediately ho began to work in the Amerioan style, hiring a secretary, 
stenographer, and a team of jotirnaliste# Well-known jottmalists, who 
were taken-in by the sums of mone^* they vere offered, translated 
articles into various langiiages for him* He hired a oar and lavishly 
spent his mone>% He frequented luxurious bars and expensivo reataturants 
and paid for everything in DINE3l*s CLUB cheques* His employees wero 
paid with cheques payable by a NEW YORK bank# 

Apart from the great excitement he stirred-up around him, 
appearing eveiywhere accon^anied by an apinjr of press photographers 
and reporters, he also did a little work* The Journalists ho had 
hix^, pzn!>vided him with material on BORMANN and the HUFTI, while he 
himself was engaged on more ir?>ortant affairs* 

ALDOUBI possessed photographic copies of EICI^KAJ^trs con- 
fession to the NAZI Dut^ Journalist Willem SASSEN^ 

How did he got hold of these copies? With regard to this 
matter ILDOUBT had a gripping story to tell* He stated that ho had 
heard from a female correspondexrt of the OeiTsian weekly STERN*’ 

Which had published extracts troai SABSSN'a recordings^ that the latter 
was aboirt to aiT^ NEW YORK. AIJ)OUBY arki ^hraim KAITC 
to contact SASSEN at his hotel* 

Theypromi5edhirathes™of$5000 inretumforthepubli- 
catich rights of ”EICHMA:iN*s Memoirs”* In order to prove that the 
money was in their possession, they sijowed him a wallet full of notes* 
SASSjSN agreed to the deal* However, the two claimed that th^ nust 
firrb^^ ch^ck the contend of the Monolrs* It was agreed that the 
dociwiits: should handed to a laijyer;and that within five hours they 
wotald decide whether or not they were gbni^^ 

The docuinents were handed, to a lawyer* Within five hours 
he had photogT€4)hed them all and when SASSEN reappeared, ALDOUBI told 
him that they contained nothing of ary^interest to the^ SASSEN took 
the documents; and they kept the photographs* KATZ heard 

this version Of the story, his reaction iw^ a oorplete and 

absolute lie. I did not see^ SASSEN and I did not go with ALDOUBI. 

I am not a thief*” The truth is that AlI)OUBY apparently photographed 
the documents from the Cierman ”DER STERN”.

ALDOUBT took the copies of the docurnents to the Israeli 
police and suggested a deal with the Security Soirvioes. l^e wae 
prepared to hand over the copies of EICHMANl^*e diary for the purpose 
of the trial on a number of conditions# He requested a number of ex- 
clusive photographs of aTCHMANN in his prison and also that a number 
of people should sign a declaration stating that the details which 
appeared in his book on EICHMAM were correct* Re stated that he 
needed these signatures for the %tro-Ooldwyn-!iayer Film Company 
which was willing to film his book on the condition that it had 
official sanction. 

He managed to get a number of signatures such as those of 
the Chief of Police, Yosef NAKMIAS and the Diarector-Oeneral of the 
Ministry of Defence, Asher Ben NATHAfJ. However, the State Prosecutor 
was not interested In SASSEH*s version of EICHl‘!ANN*s diary at that 
time* 

Following this ALDOUBI began to oell stories in ISKAEL. He 
signed an agreement with the evening newspaper "YEDIOTH AHR02KXTH” 
under which he sold the paper seven articles on Nazis for a fee of 
IL2,5D0. These dealt with a meeting with EICHMANN^s mistress, with a 
son of BORHAJIN, a story of how EICHHANN*s wife sold his memoirs to 
etc* 

Although ALDOUBY received his entire fee, "YEDIOTH AHROHOTIP* 
published only three articles after it was discovered that they were 
highly dubious* For example, it was suspected that his story on the 
meeting with BCR?1ANN*s son was taken from a C^oraan newspaper which had 
published it some years previously. 

Following this, ALDOUBI began to sell stories to ‘*BAMACHA!nmP’ 
He gave the military material which he had brought idth him to a 
Journalist who wrote the articles for him and whor. Le paid a higher 
fee than he himself received from "BAIUCKENETIP* . Finally "EAHACHENETir 
did not pay for all the articles, as instead- ALDOUBY had received a 
pile of photographs of the preparations for the EIOtMANN trial* 

Vhen he e:diauated all the stories he had brought with him, 
ALDOUBI began to look for stories in ISRAEL. Apart from his team of 
journalists and 8 ecreta 3 ft.es, all his family was helping him in 
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translations and writing, first, he decided to inrite a huge 
illustrated story of some ^0,000 wrds on the subject of Israeli 
beatniks, because he did not find any^ ho decided to invent some* 
A special photographer took a series of faked photographs for him 
shoving Israeli youth ’'lining wild", such ao a couple mskin;: love 
in a bath. 
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This article was ghosted by Avitol TOSSINSDN, the tall son 
of author TIQAEL MOSSINSON, who is also a correspondent of the 
children's newspaper ”?-iA*ARIV L*.V0*AR". Avltal beoanio ALDOLWc 
right-hand man# Ho would go to LOD Airport and try to poddlc AUlJijBV^s 
sensational articles to Journalists. 



However, ALDOUBT hiiasolf did not write a single article. He 
was Just the manager of a factory for Joumalisin, held telephone 
conversations with people all over the world, sent cables, and created 
the li!9>resaion that he was one of the fjreatest Journalists in the 
world. 



THE SECUHITI SERVICES 00 INTO ACTION 



Success went tc his head, and he began to penetrate into 
dangerous fields. Ho wrote an illustrated article on the atomic 
establishment in the NECEV, which he attempted to siauggle to CIPRUS 
by means of a friend. One of his associates informed the Security 
SezTlces about this and the storm broke I ALDOUBT* o employees were 
woken in the middle of the night for interrogation, documents were 
confiscated, and finally ALDOUBT himself was called for an interroga- 
tion. He was severely warned not to stick his nose into matters which 
did not concern him and that he should not tread on other peoples 
toes. He was also told that he had better be careful not to ci'^ uwvent 
the law in the future. 

In this way the balloon whose name was ZVI ALDOUHf, ‘burst. 

The air inside escaped slowly. The money which he had wasted was 
gone and ZVI was heavily in debt to numerous people. He had paid in 
American cheques which bounced and he had exceeded his credit at the 
diner's club. Slowly it appeared that most of his stories were faked. 
It also appeared that his marriage was about to break-up and that his 
wife wais remaining in the U.S# But ALDOUFi did not seem to miss her. 

He was successful with women. He distributed promises of marriage 
and continued to live his wasteful life. Most of his emploj^ees left 
him, but a few still remained fai^thful. 
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Here it i^pears that journalisia waa not ALDOlfBT'e only 
ooot^atlon* He had organised a "Top Secret Society" vhloh vaa to 
carry out the grandioae operation of DEQRELLE's kidnapping, 

D-day vas fixed for 26th February l?6l. The “HASAMBA" 
volunteers were to assemble in FRANCE'’where together with Belgian 
volunteers they would enter SPAIN, kidn^ DECfflELLE, put hija on a 
yacht, and take hin to the South of FRANCE. There DEQRELLE wae to 
be detained and Interrogated until he revealed i^ORHANN'e whereabouts. 
Subsequently, he was to be sent to BCLQIUH, accompanied by the 
applause of an astounded world. 

This was to be a pioneering operation and not a "Zionist" 
one because, as ALDODBT put it, the nnwspaperB which were financing 
It were only interested in its scoop value. However, the eoocp was 
prepared in advance and the story of the kidnapping was written 
beforehand* It was to be kept in a locked sale whose keys were to 
be held by reliable persons* As soon as the kidnapping became known, 
the newspapers who had paid for the story would be allowed to publish 
it and cash in on the intemationslaeocip* 

The plan was not entirely inaglnaty* It appears that one 
dtjr two hi^*oranking Belgian civilians arrived in I^AEL, One of them, 
a QentUe, registered at the Park Hotel, The other, a Jew, stayed 
with his f sally in and it was he who subsequently was srrested 

with ALDOOBI in SPAIK, This pair, both fonsr members of the IMer- 
ground, were the Bel^an nembws of "HA5AHBA", They met ALD0HB7 and 
after a few days returned to BSLOIUK* 

ALDOOBT PAVE HIMSELF AMAT 

The "T^ Secret Society" was not so secret. Its plans were 
openly dlsousaed and bvm reached the ears of the Security Services, 
whloh did not take them seriously, ALDODBI held a series of telephone 
conversations with his secretary in PARIS) sent her secret letters ty 
means of an "EL-AL" hostess, and negotiated over the telephone the 
purchase of a yaoht on which DEGHELLE was to be taken to the South of 
FRANCE, 

Be collected a team of amateur adventurers who agreed to 
participate in the operation, ^art ftsua Ayital TOSSINSON, his 
fellowMJonepirators were all from well-known wealthy families. These 
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Includad yitah«k Ben-SHm'OM, whose father owned an insurance 
company, and Nahum KAPLAN, a former ddxoctor of the "GAT" Cinema 
(in TEL^VI7), who is now director of a porcelain factory. All had 
been prepared when suddenly li-doy was postponed* ALDOUBl left 
ISRAEL at the end of February although he had previously reserved 
a seat for the SIQIKANM Trial, but continued to maintain contact 
with hie gang by means of an "EL-AL" stewardess. 

Subsequently a new D-day was fixed for the beginning of 
July this year* However, a number of volunteers had meanwhile 
baobed-out and although they wero sent airline tickets, they refused 
to go along* 

The only one to leave ISRAEL was Avital M3SSINS0N who left 
for FRANCE at the begliuiing of last week without knowing that . 
ALDOOBI and his partner had meanwhile been arrested* In PARIS 
Avital was met by his father, author TIQAEL KOSSINSON, idio was also 
the spiritual father of the new "HASAMBA" * M9SSINS0N, idio is unable 
to return to ISRAEL because he is heavily in dabt In this co\mtry, 
had recently been working in NEV YORK as a plasterer. At one tine 
he wanted to write a book about EICHMAKN but AUX>HHI and KATZ pre- 
eedded him in this. ALDOOBI bad recruit<Ki him for the venture and he 
had cone to PARIS Where he began to write the^ stbiy.-idiich w^ be 
published in fhe vorldfpress^wben the tine he 

bad also begun to wzdte -the screet^lay of the kldhi^lng* 

Suddenly the news broke of ALD0UBI*s axrest in SPAIN, and 
with him AH the plans of the great scoop were lost* It is difficult 
to suiwdse idUt hi^ppmied on the SpaMeh boi^ex*;^ 
version, .AUX)0BI^^ r^ he wasi;catighti:tip^^^to^ was 

bound to f ail, hroxi^t ; a his > own ^oipturo|hc^ing he would at 
least be adxle to pubUsh the story of His |plws and i^ 

Another version has it that he was givehTihny hy^o not 

want any ooaqpetltiOD in hunting Nasls, partlo^arly u to 

recent ruisour8, Ma^ BORMANN is still alive and that the man id»o 
was otioe killed in ARQENTINA and was thought toi hare been BORMANN was 
a.bnebo4y . else* 

So the last of the "fllSAMBA'V^slCrie8}!i^ every 

olond has a silver lining and it seems -W AIDOUBI 

p**ov»d to be of Boroe use* About three weeks ago the state prosecutor 
suddenly remembered the documents which wei^J in AUWUBX's possession 
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and which ha laft with hla ■aorat«r7 in ISRAEL. The photostatlo 
opplaa of SICHNAlfN's Dlaiyf which ba had dictated to the Journalist 
SASSSSfj ware obtainad and part of EICHMANN's current oross-eocanlnation 
ia baaed on these* Howorer, it is doubtful whether ALDOUBT is aware 
of this* Ibr as oppoced to the rxanours of his release, it seems from 
a telephone oonrersation with the "R'OLAM HAZETH” office in PARIS 
that he is still in prison in MADRID. 
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
